Applicant has filed a Terminal Disclaimer on December 3, 2004 in 
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Applicant has filed a Terminal Disclaimer to overcome the non-statutory 
double patenting rejection. In addition, claims 11-15 permit guide grooves to be used in 
place of the first pits recited in claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,154,442. The Examiner 
has stated it would be inherent to use a combination of recorded pits and guide 
grooves. It would not be inherent to use guide grooves in place of the recorded pits. 
This is not inherent from the claims 1-4 of U.S. Patent No. 6,154,442 and is based upon 
hindsight reasoning in view of the continuation application. Accordingly, the rejection of 
claims 11-15 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting 
should be withdrawn. 

Reconsideration and allowance of claims 1 1-15 is respectfully solicited. 
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
